k. .  This  report  was  prepared  by  First  Lieutenant  Robert  R.  Dockum, 

USAF,  4500  Air  Base  Wing  (DOO-H) , Langley  AFB,  Virginia.  The  description 
of  this  UFO  sighting  was  given  by  Mr>««Mg||fMtl^^to^Lt . Dockum  during  a 
personal  interview  on  29  January  1965.  said  that  there  were 

other  reports  of  similar  sightings  in  the  same  area  and  at  the  approxi-^ 
mate  same  time.  These  other  reports  were  given  to  the  press,  but  not  to 
the  Air  Force.  The  most  probable  cause  of  this  sighting  was  a helicopter 
flying  in  the  area.  This  possibility  was  confirmed  by  Navy  Norfolk  ("j" 
above).
